KIvli Sup From Maple Tree*. 


The more uneven, rocky and ledgy th« 


land and tlje drier the soil, except where 
cold springs abound, the better are the 
products of the maple. Trees standing 
in or near cold springs will discharge the 
most and the sweetest sap. I am acquaint- 
ed with one tree standing by a spring, 
seven quarts of whose sap will make a 
pound of nice white sugar. The rich- 
ness of this sap will bo realized when it 
is remembered that it takes 16 quarts of 
average sap to make a pound. The black 
maple is the richest for sap of any vari- 
ety. Our poorest sugar orchards give 
us al)out two pounds of sugar to tho 
tree, while our best ones yield five and 
sii pounds a tree. I have heard of a few 
extra orchards yielding 7, 8 and 10 
pounds to Uie tree, and one extraordi- 
nary one that has yielded 1C pounds to a 
tree. The quantity of sugar that can 
be made from single trees in one season 
of six weeks at most will depend on 
many circumstances. 


Tho moro spouts put iuto a trea tho 


nioro pap is obtained and the more sugar 
is nincie. From tho tree already referred 
to as standing near a cold spring thero 
wero made BOJ pounds in one season 
with two spouts, which emptied into the 
same tub. They were set in holes bored 
U inches deep with a three-eighths bit 
Another treo I have known of yielded 30 
pounds, and a third 23. Still another 
tree was tapped with 10 spouts, and 50 
pounds of sugar were made, but it killed 
tho tree.—Timothy Wheeler in Garden 
and Forest.

SOME 
SANITARY ASPECTS OF 
BREAD MAKING.

It IN necessary, if one would under- 


stand the sanitary aspects of l>read 
making, to fully comprehend the pres- 
ent theory lield by .scientists of germs 
and the part played by them in disease. 
Thr theory of disease germs is merely 
the name given to the knowledge had 
of those germs by medical men, a 
knowledge which is the result of in- 
numo.rablo experiments. 
JJeing 1hi> 


tho old term of a "theory" hns become 
:i misnomer. A germ of a disease is a 
plunl, so small that 1 do jiot. know 
liow to express intelligibly to t-hi! gen- 
c-ral reader its lack of si/o. When this 
germ is introduced 
into the 
blood 


or tissues 
of 
the 
body, its 
ac- 


tion appears to be analogous to that 
which takes place when yeast is added 
to dough. It attacks certain elements, 
of the 'blood or tissues, and destroys 
them, at the same time producing new 
.subsl :mces. 


Jiul I ho germ:; of the greater part of 


the germ liiseasea, that is, of the i;ifcc 
lions and contagious diseases, will de- 
velop or ilK'ivahe in number withonl 
toeing in the body of a human, being, 


ound their way into the blood and 
that the call for our services which 
followed, has rounded oft this sequence 
of events. 


I have already pointed out that the 


genus of disease are to be found in 
the air and dust. The longer any sub- 
stance to be eaten, is exposed to the 
ur, the greater the chance thatgenns 
will be deposited on it. Itread raised 
with yeast is worked down or kneaded 
twice before being; baked and this pro- 
cess may lake anywhere from four 
hours to ten. It has, then, the chance 
of collecting disease germs during this 
process of raising and it has two peri- 
ods of working down or kneading dur- 
ing each of which it may gather the 
dirt containing the germs from the 
baker's hands. As no bread save that 
raised with yeast, goes through this 
long process of raising 'and kneading 
so no bread suvc that, raised with yeast 
has KO good a chance of gathering 
germs.

The introduction 
of the yeast into the moist dough and 
the addition of heat when the pan is 
placed neiiv the lire produces an enor- 
mous growth af the. yeast fungi—the 
yeast''germ," in other words. These

It is well to sound a note of warning 


in this direction or the change from 
the objectionable yenst to an impure 
baking powder will be a case of jump- 
ing from the frying pan into the lire.

When the Wellington artillery was 


at Morguu City, there were many strik- 
ing incidents that sprang out of the cer 
emouies of dedicating Fort Star and of 
practicing with the solid shot. 
The 


whole day the war and its inetnoricb 
were kept before tho people, but it was 
not a reawakening in which the bloody 
shirt had any play, but more of a 
thoughtful retrospection, in which the 
recalling of battles was not with bitter- 
ness, but with an impartial sadness. 
Among the happenings of the day none 
was more singular ami noteworthy than 
one which occurred to Colonel Richard- 
son, 
the commander of the battalion. 


It was during the time when the bat- 


teries were firing shell at the two tar- 
gets, which looked like tiny handker- 
chiefs on the water, they were so far 
away. A good shot was fired, aud the 
spectators were applauding the excellent 
marksmanship, and the colonel stopped 
up to the gun to commend the gunner, 
when without cause or without knowing 
why tho memory of u similar shotwhich 
had been fired 20 years ago almost to the 
very day flashed into his mind when lie 
lad stepped up to a gunner and compli- 
monted him in much the same style. 


It WHS when Le was at Fort Malone at 


the siege of Petersburg, which was 
known as Fort "Damnation," when the 
shot 2U years before had been fired, am 
the Fourth of July was almost the anni- 
versary of the very day. Instead o 
white targets Cor a mark it had been tho 
tops of two Sibley tents which peeped 
over tho ramparts of Fort "Hell," just 
opposite Fort "Damnation." They were 
the tents of the Federal officers. Ho knew 
that from a deserter who had informed 
him, 
also that the officers of the whole 


command hold a daily consultation there, 
and that he cmild tell tho time from the 
fact that they hitched their horses around 
the tents. 
Colonel Richardson was then a cap- 


tain in the Washington artillery, and ho 
conceived the idea of scoring a point on 
the Federals by firing on the tents just 
at the time of the daily consultation. 
He selected tho best gunner in his com- 
mand aud told him what ho wanted him 
to do, aud that was to load and prepare 
the gun3 for a special shot which he was 
going to direct them to make the ensu- 
ing day. The young captain was sure 
that he had gunners ho could depend up- 


he asked General JIalone to be present 
when the shots were to be fired. 


It was noon the next day when the 


horses of the Federal officers were seen 
collected around the two tents. The 
gunners were told to train their gtms 
upon them and to be certain to make 
their shots tell. Those two shots were
